department. If a person presents to a law enforcement officer an 22 

electronic device displaying a proof-of-insurance card in an 23 

electronic format, such person: 24 

 a.  is not consenting to access to any information on the 25

 b.  assumes liability for any damage to the electronic 28 

device. 29 

 (2)  If, upon a comparison of the vehicle registration 30 

certificate or other evidence of registration or ownership with 31 

the operator's driver's license or other evidence of personal 32 

identity, it appears to a law enforcement officer or other 33 

person authorized to issue traffic citations that the operator 34 

is also the owner or registrant of the vehicle, upon demand of 35 

the law enforcement officer or other person authorized to issue 36 

traffic citations the operator shall display proper proof of 37 

maintenance of security as specified by subsection (1). 38 

 (3)  Any person who violates this section commits a 39 

nonmoving traffic infraction subject to the penalty provided in 40 

chapter 318 and shall be required to furnish proof of security 41 

as provided in this section.

71 

An individual applicant must provide which may include, but need 72 

not be limited to, a valid driver license or number, Florida 73 

identification card issued by this state or another state or a 74 

valid passport. A business applicant must provide a number, or 75 
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federal employer identification number, if applicable, or 76 

verification that the business is authorized to conduct business 77 

in the state, or a Florida city or county business license or 78 

number.

 1.  If the owner does not have a permanent residence or 80 

permanent place of business or if the owner's permanent 81 

residence or permanent place of business cannot be identified by 82 

a street address, the application shall include: 83 

 a1.

324.023, and that combined bodily 99 

liability insurance and property damage liability insurance have 100 

been purchased when required under s.

Insurers shall furnish uniform proof-of-purchase cards, in a 106 

paper or electronic format, and in a form prescribed by the 107 

department and shall include the name of the insured's insurance 108 

company, the coverage identification number, and the make, year, 109 

and vehicle identification number of the vehicle insured. The 110 

card shall contain a statement notifying the applicant of the 111 

penalty specified in s. 316.646(4). The card or insurance 112 

policy, insurance policy binder, or certificate of insurance or 113 

a photocopy of any of these; an affidavit containing the name of 114 

the insured's insurance company, the insured's policy number, 115 

and the make and year of the vehicle insured; or such other 116 

proof as may be prescribed by the department shall constitute 117 

sufficient proof of purchase.

When an application is made through a licensed motor vehicle 132 

dealer as required in s. 319.23, the original or a photostatic 133 

copy of such card, insurance policy, insurance policy binder, or 134 

certificate of insurance or the original affidavit from the 135 

insured shall be forwarded by the dealer to the tax collector of 136 

the county or the Department of Highway Safety and Motor 137 

Vehicles for processing. By executing the aforesaid affidavit, 138 

no licensed motor vehicle dealer will be liable in damages for 139 

any inadequacy, insufficiency, or falsification of any statement 140 

contained therein. A card shall also indicate the existence of 141 

any bodily injury liability insurance voluntarily purchased. 142
